It is not possible to account for these par- 
allel phenomens, occurring in all and 
among-every nation, by the theory of impos- 
ture.

We are obliged, 
therefore, to inquire how it comes to pass 
that during the period of enlightenment a

most completely obliterated from the knowl- 
edge of mankind in such a way that anyone 
who in our day makes a study of It, even in 
the most esclentific manner, incurs the re- 
proach of being mad. The most simplo ex- 
planation to give would be that during the 
age of enlightenment such facts no longer 
have taken place, and this seems really to be 
the case, In the Middle Ages witches were 
exterminated wholesale by fire and sword, 
because their nature was misunderstood. 
Soldau puts the number of persons who, dur- 
the 11th century were burnt or otherwise 

ut to death, at nine and a half millions. f 
Kow, since lumistic powers have never

That the inciting cause of this work la the 
love of thelr fellows and their belief in the 
final triumph of good, is amply proven by the 
spirit manifested in all the meetings of the 
conference. t 

As a'body, the Unitarian is a rich denom- 
ination, and the members give freely and in 
proportion to their riches. To help rebuild 
the church in Charleston injured by the 
earthquake, $12,000 dollars were pledged In a 
very short time. And this was only onë of 
several objects for which money was prompt- 
ly raised at thia conference. 


It may be questionable if the Unitarinos 
have always been a “ little in advanea of the 
best thought and policy” of the time, even if 
they have been of the "contemporaneous 
churches.” But the conference just passed 
will be signally memorable in proving this 
statement in regard to the present. Witness 
the address by Rer. Minot J. Savage on“ Im- 
mortality and Modern Thought.” It was 
heard with that rapt attention that showed 
the interest of the audience in the topic. 
Some of the reverend gentlemen sat still as 
statues, noltber moving aor torning their 
eyes from the speaker. The allence, at times 
was absolutely painful, especially when Mr. 
Savage related his experiences In the Boclety 
for Psychical Research. And yet there was 
nothing níarvellous In his simple story; the 
remarkable thing was that that august body 
should need, atthis late day, to have it told 
at all. But it remained for this eandid and 
earnest clergyman to break the Ice of con- 
ventionality and introduce a subject vital to 
their faith in the fature. 

Mr. Savage's was fair and courage- 
ous; It could not be, on such an occasion, 
minute or exhaustive: The thing to do Was 
just what ho did: deprecate prejudice and 
dilettan and bespeak an earnest, thor- 
ough and Impartial examination of th 
of modern Spiritualism, the: most im; t 
movement (he world has ever witnessed. 

The discourses at the conference, outalde 
of those devoted to the work-of the denom- 
Ination, were marked by of subject 
and breadth of treatment. There was a grap- 
pling of the questions of the day more than 
is usual in the annals of the ¿burch. There 
were t rs on “Religion in its Rela- 
tion r and Capital,” the firet, relating 
16 “ Arbitration in ita Relation to Strikes,” 
by William B. Weeden of Providence, which 
it was generally conceded as not worthy 
the occasion nor the audience. Bat the 
“Present Actual Condition of the Working 
Man,” by t on. Caroli D. Wright of Mar 
sachusetta, by far the most Important of 
those givenion this topic. Mr. Wright's able 
work in the Bureau of Labor Statistics is 
well known, No one understands the labor- 
ing class better or has more sympathetic In- 
sigbt into their needs. He advocated mutual 
forbearance between employers and the em- 
ployed, and belleved in the final adjustment 
of dificalties. The discussions were gener- 
ally spirited and fall as interesting as the 
which evoked them.

The National Unitarian Conference held 
Its 'blennial session in Saratoga from the 
20th to the 20th of September. Only a curso- 
ry glance was needed to convince an observ- 
er that it was e notable gath .

It was now 
my opportanity; I turned to, Cartis: “Now 
don't you think our caution jastified?” Some- 
how he 't seem to hear, and I had no 
heart to press the matter. at 

Tho great railroad system known as the Bt. 
Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba 1way, 
offers the traveler.a choice of lines from St. 
Paul to and through the entire length of the 
famous Red River Valley and north to 
line of Queen Victoria's dominions, one on 
elther side of the Red River of the North. By 
the advice of an experienced friend, our 
party has arranged to go one way and back 
the other. Taking the train at Wayzata in 
the evening, we are soon comfortab]y stowed 
away for a night's rest in one of the com- 
pany'a palatial sleeping cars. .The next I 
realize is that the train has stopped in a 
thriving town daylight has como again. 
While ing in my section looking ouf of the 
window, the train begins to back up, it con- 
tinues to back, and I begin to wonder why. 
Then we back some more, across a long 
bridge. Then I get up and find we have 
backed out of Minnesota into Dakota and aro 
now at Wabpeton. on the west side of the 
Red River of the North. When a small school- 
boy I used to look on the map and trace this 
river northward to Winnipeg and picture a 
horribly cold, inhospitable country that must 
always remain a wilderness, fit only for In- 
dians and the half-wild trapper. Had any 
one told the kind-hearted spinster who acted 
as my teacher and sometimes wrapped me in 
her apron and carried me home—a good halt- 
mile—over a dusty road and under a broll- 
ing sun, that her seven-year-old pupil would 
be carried across this stream from one flour- 
ishing city to another, ina beautiful car 
worth more than any three houses in our 
village, that person would have been pro- 
nounced insane or an emissary of the devil, 
by the good woman. Aud sho would have 
had the public with her, by a large majority. 
But stranger things have come about since 
those far-off days of chills and fever, quinine 
and calomel. 

A brief stop st Wahpeton and the train 
pulls across the Hiver sgala; its general di- 
rection during the night has been northwest, 
now it heads northeast, At 6:30 c'elock we 
strike Barnesville, breakfast, and the east- 
ern trunk of the road. The breakfast ls dis- 
appointing in quality but bewildering in 
variety; stewed codfish, fried ham, fried steak, 
stewed prairie chicken, fried muttoq, bol lod. 
si 5 and baked potatoes, fried and 
bolled eggs, baked beans, etc., ote., all served 
on side dishes, leaving no room to handle 
one's self, and sickening the appetite; not 
a woll cooked dish in the whole lot. Why 
will country eating houses and taverns try 
to imitato first-class city hotels? The st- 
tempt is always a miserable fallure. Let 
the Barnosville caterer cat down his variety 
seventy-five per cent., and serve the remain- 
der in clean, wholesome style and his pa- 
trons will bless his name, 

The topography of the country1s a sur- 
prise to me. Before daylight we passed the 
* divide,” and now there ls an imi ble 
fall toward the north. One vast, level prairie 
stretches in every direction to the horizon. 
narrow belt of timber is always In sight in 
somo quarter and marks one of the numer- 


E | ous streams flowing into Bed River. The 


Red River of the North is the boundary line 
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somewhat this year bat the quality is per- 
fect. "Those. who are posted assert there 1s 
nota bushel of wheat in all the millions 
walting the thresher that will fall below the 
grade of “ No. 1 hard." Reapíug is practical- 
ly over, though here and there a small fold 
stili stands and I see now and then a “solf- 
binder" dropping a row of sheaves behind— 
in one instance the machine drawn by three 
oxen abreast and managed by a woman, with 
not a man in sight. Every few miles one 
sees a cluster of fine baildings that leads him 
to think a well-to-do village, is la viow, bat 
ho is told it is only an agg lon of bulld- 
ings belonging to some big farm. 

As we approach Rolette, 277 miles from St. 
Paul, the “ Lockhart farm" comea into view. 
While there are many bigger farms, this la not 
so very small, comprising as It does 5,000 acres 
all under cultivation or improvement? The 
staple crop fs, of course, wheat, which covera 
more than half the place, but oats, barley, 
potatoes aud garden track” are raised in 
huge quantities. Good artesian wells furnish 
a boantifal aapply of water free from, alkali, 
One $£ them, having a depth of only 130 feet, 
flows 65,000 gallons per day. This farm like 
many others in the valley is under the charge 
of a skilled superintendent and has its own 
blaeksnritit and carpenters’ shops, and store- 
houses of supplies, ice house, oll house, feed 
grinding mill, boarding houses, and several 
granarles, each with capacity for 10,000 
bushels of wheat. 


At 10 o'clock we reach Crookston and are ` 


again astonished; indeed astonishment has 
One 


or the othër of the party Is constantly ob- 


serving something worthy the attention of 
all. Crookston seems to mp the most prom- 
ising place we have yet seen on the road. 
Situated near the centro of the largest coun- 
ty In the State, and on the banks of a river 
affording a tremendous and never falling 
water power, with plenty of timber easily 
obtained and an unsurpassed farming coun- 
ty lylog all about, this city has a splendid 
futare. This county of Polk la capable of 
supporting and making well-to-do a larger 
population than the entire State can now 
claim, Crookston has abont 6,000 inhabit- 
ants and all the accessories and equipments 
of acity. No one who has enterprise and 
fair health can make a mistake in settling 


here—or anywhere else In the State for that 


matter. One of the largest and best saw- 
mills in the Northwest is at Crookston. As 
a point for lamber manufacturing, the place 
ls bound to be second only in importance to 
Minneapolis, if indeed it does not surpass it 
within the next ten years. The Red Lake 
Indian reservation of six thousand square 
miles bas great quantities of excellent tim- 
ber, and the Thief and Red Lake Rivers far- 
nish a water way for it to Crookston. This 
vast reservation Is held by A l(jtle body of 


Indians numbering only about. ten hun-. 


dred including backs, squaws and pappooses, 
as they say in the West, or men, women and 
children, as people ln the East prefer to call 
them. This reservation should be opened to 
the white ‘man for development; and it can 
be done without injustice to the Indians. It 


is a sjn for such a magalficent body of land 


to remain a wilderness when ite development 
would add so much to the welfare and hap- 
piness of thousands. Twice have attempta 
been made to throw it open to the public, 
but the crafty opposition of certain lumber 
monopolists who have commercial relations 
with tha Indians has defeated these efforts. 
Another year will undoubtedly bring a pres- 
sure too great for these lumber kings to 
withstand and the poor but enterprising 
ploneers will have a chance.*. Only eight 
years have passed since the settlement of Polk 
county began, and though but sparsely set- 
ted now, the crop of grain for this year will

That he has to call out 
stations, collect fares, take care of his train 
and answer other people before I have pump- 
ed him enough, don't seem to affect the flow 
of information or disturb his good nature. 


. He used to railroad it in Ohio, but has been 


here somo years and much prefers this coun- 
try; says it is far pleasanter and easier work 
in the winter here than farther south and 
east. By the way, I've tried my best to get 
some one in. Minnesota to say the winters 
are harder to bear than those In Illinois and 
the eastern States, bot my attempts have all 
been signal failures. I don't believe there is 


-~aman or woman in Minnesota or Dakota 


who will not make oath that the winters are 
“delightfal.” “Cold, it ia trup;” they say, 
* but then the air ls so dry and bracing, one 
doesn't feel the cold; and then, too, there Is 
something about this country that fills one 
so fall of lite and vigor that ono hardly no- 
tices 40° below zero in winter or 100° above 
in summer—as wo sometimes get It.“ Thé 
first few hundred times I got this answer, I 
doubted its truthfulness, and pat it in the 
Mat with some of the California stories I've 
laid away for future workiog, but after hav- 
ing it ‘tigged Into my ears by everybody, in- 
cluding some whom I.personally know to be 
trath-loving people, I am reluctantly forced 
to admit that what they. all affirm is sugary 4 
true. Indeed I have some confirmation of it 
to-day, for with the thermometer above 90° I 
do not feel uncomfortably warm and Mrs. 
Bundy is standing the journey much better 
than could be expected. Cartis is always com- 
fortable, no extreme of heat or cold has the 
slightest effect on him, so I count biin ont in 
looking for collateral evidence to corroburate 
the statements of residente. While I am 
spinning of the mercury, the train spine 
ong the valley of Red Lake River, which

and after draining and beautifying twenty 
miles more of rolling praírie helps to swell 
the volume of the Red River of thé North at 
the point here our train crosses into Dako- 
ta. "Grand Forks," sings out Copeland, and 
* here we are In the second largest city of this 
rightful clalmant to dignity of.State- 
hood. My old friend Col. Gil. Plerce, ought, 
and no doubt does, feel very proud of thia 
noble Territory over which he governe. While 
his office doesn't bring him 1n as many dol- 
Jars as did the editorship of the Inter Ocean, 
the deficit ls more than made up by the lib- 
eral supply of climate, ozone and enterprise 
so bountifally farnished to all who enter 
Dakota; and the Colonel fa fond of them, 
especially of ozone. Then, too, the Governor 
has a generous, honest heart, and takes 


* pleasure in smoothing the path of thë settler 


+ in so far as lles in his power. I hope he will 
stick to this country; and Dakotians will 
. never do better, than to stick to him. 

Grand Forks is an old, old city: It has been 
in existence twelve. years, No wonder it 
forks out in aji directions over the prairie 
and covers ground enough to give a lot to 
evëry human being resident In the Territory. 
Looking northward, I see a large brick struc- 
ture at some distance from any other bulld- 
ing, and am told it is a Roman Catholle 
school. Further to the west and two and a 
half miles from the centre of the town, stands 
an imposing edifice which I learn is the be- 
gidning of the University of North Dakota 
and one of a pile of splendid buildings to 
cost nearly a million dollors. “ 4 

School houses and churches abound through 
the western country. From the Manitoba 

* line to Mexico one cannot travel far in any 


inhabited section without seeing a school 


house; and it is more likely to be thë finest 
structure im its district than otherwise. 
Speculators and non-resident land holders 
often groan over, the school tax-^whieh set-

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Of the truth of this I cannot judge, but am 
glad to hear such testimony from those who 
have got to work out the problem. At Arvil- 
la, 43 miles west of Crookston and 342 miles 
trom St. Paul, we balt for dinner. And a 
good, well cooked, well served meal it is. 
The dining room is genteel, nud a general 
air of refinement pervades the house, very 
refreshing to find,and all the more so, as 
wholly unlooked for. The hotel la owned by 


Mr. Hersey of Stillwater, Minnesota, who also. 


owns a largó farm near the station, and in 
the. shooting season entertains a host of 
friends, in¥ited guests, who come out to en- 
joy the hunt and the generous hospitality of 
their host. A 

The next point of importance ls Larimore, 
where we cross another arm of the glant St. 
Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba Rallway. This 
is q bustling, thriving little city, with an 
attractive farming country to support it. As 
wo draw nearer to Devils Lake, Conductor 
Copeland invites me to remain with him and 
goon to the end of the road, a point some 
65 miles west of the lako and contiguous to 
the Mousé River country, where he promises 
the finestof grouse shooting. When, in sn- 
swer to my precautionary inquiries, he tells 
me the road is not yet well ballasted, the 
time of arrival likely to be near midnight 
and tho accommodations euch as the shovel- 
ers who are throwing up the track can fur- 
nish, and if Sunday is us hot as to-day, 
the sport will have plenty of fatigue attend- 
ing, I politely but very firmly decline. 

At five o'clock, Saturday afternoon, the 
train reaches Devils Lake City, 409 miles 
from 8t. Paul, about 60 miles from tha Man- 
itoba line and in latituds 48” north, longi- 
tudo 99% west from Greenwich. The ürst 
vlow of Devils Lake and the little city which 
stands on its north shore is-rather disap- 
pointing; but evidently wo are not observing 
it under the most favorable conditions. A 
twenty-one hours’ ride which lands one at a 
station where the mercüry peeps abore the 
mark of the ninety-fourth degree and'with a 
diabolical leer reaches fot the next step up- 
ward, is not calculated to show nature at her 
best. And when, ha now, over all ls thrown a 
funereal curtain of smoke from far western 
prairie ſlres, I can imagine that a traveler with 
oldfashioned notions of theology might be led 
to reflect upon his past life, to ponder over the 
name of the locality, and it sufficiently or- 
thodox, to snuff for a scent of sulphur. We 
step out upon the platform of the station and 
are infotmed by a coatlesa, colored gentle- 


man of suave manner, thats” free bus will’ 


transport us to the Benham Housë. We net 
upon his information and are driven to the 
botelby the man for jumping whose | 
claim tbe Ward brothers were shot to dedth 
only a few years ago; and I learn that we 
passed very near the scene of the tragedy as 
we came into towu. I may here mantlon in 
passing that no one was convicted of the 
marder, and that the prevailing sentiment of 
the community after this lapse of time is 
against the Ward boys; though the U. S. 
Land Commissioner awarded the claim to 
their helre—on a technicality, it 1s said, and 
not on the merits of the casë. Major Ben- 
ham, the host, is an old soldier who served 
his country gallantly in a Michigan regl- 
ment, came out here poor and has materially 
alded in preparing Dakota for admission into 
the sisterhood of States. ^ 

I find many Chicago and Eastern people 
here, and without exception they speak well 
of the coositry. Hero is located the most im · 
portant Government Land Office in the coun- 
try, and it 1s qnly three years since land in 
this section was thrown open for entry. lam 
told there ls now no good government land 
to be Lad within twenty-five miles of the of- 
fice. Investigation increases my respect for 
the charactor and resources of this region; I 
am sure that hereabouts and furtber west in 
the Mouse River country the seeker for a 
home cannot go wrong. T) 


It is Sunday morning and the day promises 
to be a scorcher.

Fort Totten occaples a commanding posi- 
tion on the bluffs overlooking the lake and 
surrounding country. The buildings are of 
brick, manufactured on the other aide of the 
lake. The fort was established some eigh- 
teen years ago, the site being selected by 
General Terry. The Fort Totten Reservation 
embraces, I ata told, 200,000 acres of excellent 
land, which la greatly coveted by settlers. 

Here is an Indian school where the chil- 
dren from the Indian Reservation are educat- 
ed under the suspices of the Roman Catholic 
Church. The school 1s in charge of four Sla- 
tera of the order of Gray Nans. Our party ls 
escorted to the school ballding by Mr. Frank 
Palmer, the Indian trader, and introduced to 
the rs, by whom we are shown over the 
school building and chapel. It is now vaca- 
tion and only eight children —orphans—are 
fa the building. The U, 8. Government pays 
"the nuns $108 per year for each little Indian 
whose soul they strive to save and whose In- 
tellect they, with patience and skill, endeav- 
or to cultivate. The system of farming out 
to leading religious sects the religious and 
educational work among the Indians was in- 
augurated, I belleve, by General Grant and 
seems to have satisfied sectarian leaders. 
Whether the Indians are the better for it 1 
am not qualified by observation to fhdge. 

An Intelligent gentleman who has lived for 
the past twenty years at different reservationa 
in the Northwest and who ls of Presbyterian 
stock, says thë Catholics have the best suc- 
¡cesa with the Indiana: that with the Protest- 
ant sects if the government funds are not 
promptly fortheoming the school is abandon- 
6d; and that they never acquire equal infu- 
ence with the Catholic missionaries. He 
bears witness to the greater devotion to the 
«work on the part of the Catholics and, has 
more respect for thelr sincerity of purpose, 
though no sympathy with their theology. He 
further states as the result of twenty years’ 
careful observation, that the matured Indian 
la never hogest in his professions of Christi- 
anity, and that the children seldom become 
permanently Christianized. This testimony

There is no mixing up incon- 
graities here,—partly infnite and tly A- 
nite; it is the one or the other. Whatever 
appertains to Delty as characterizing his es 
sential Being, is allowed tobe ipfinite in 
every aspect it can be thought of without an 
lota of the finite. Ifan intelligent being 
can in any respect apprehend God, then 
such being must be endowed with fofinite 
apprehension in each. and every n 
lar in which he apprehénds God. He has 
gone up to God's level, so to speak. Now it 
seems to me the very terms of my proposition 
preclude debate on this point. 
"We know that God ia,” saya the thelat, 
“though we cannot know all about him.” My 
answer Is, perception of an iufinite Being, 
impllesinfinite ire ree on the part of 
the percipient.

But 
as between God and nature, however, be it 
observed, there is thiedifference: Nature wo 
do o uf tros the being of God we must 


take u trust. You further ask, What 
kind of evidence will you accept? What 
kind of evidence does natore fornish of the 
existence of one Wm. B. Hari?" As to the 
latter question, I answer," The very best 
kind of evidence a human being can have, 
namely, my own consclousness.” So thought 
Descartes: “I think, therefore I exist." - 

My good friend, look at this matter how we 
will, we are beset with Incomprehensibles on 
all sides. Ifit be thought imperative upon 
us to make a choice, wisdom would suggest 
that we select that which presents the fewest 
difficulties, the least obnoxious to the im- 
putation of absurdity. When we essay to 
carry our speculations back to the origin of 
things—the ‘universe, for instance, we are 
necessarily limited by the nature of our fac- 
ulties. There la no help for this. Even in 
the matter of divine revelation, we can re- 
colve light only to the extent of our capaci- 
ties. Undonbtedjy ns between God and na- 
ture, elther alternative ls fraught with dim- 
culties; but which involves the greater? 
Please do not overlook thia point. ich in- 
volves the greater difllculty—the eternity of 
matter, or the eternity of God? In the happ 
assurance of your faith. possibly, friend, 
you have not given much consideration to 
these questions. You and I are a partof a 
universe which we see and know to some ex- 
tent. We have every assurance of which our. 
nature is capable, that the universe exists; 
we seo it with our eyes, and where these fall, 
we can supplement our means of informa- 
tion with thë microscope, the telescope, and 
-other appliances, including our other senses. 
All this, I say, we know. Theism in account- 
ing for this universe postulates a Being we 
don't know; more than this,—it postulates a

. Modern Medicine. 


When one considers the Imminent need of 
a more humane, rational and effective sys- 
tem of medical practice than is tanght and 
practiced by any of the recognized and long 
established schools, one is quite ready to look 
with Interest upon any new movement hav- 
ing for ita avowed object the alleviation of 
pain and of disease, however visionary 
or heterodox it may, at first blush, appear. 
With Increase of intelligence comes steadily 
Inereasing doubt of orthodox medicamenta, 
whether for soul or body. The horrible bar- 
barities práeticed by legalized quacks in the 
name of science, are enough to delight a 
Geronimo. The Apacheroams in every thlek- 
ly populated community: equipped with can- 
ningly contrived tools of torture, bo relent- 
leasly pursues the delicate woman, the help- |. 
less child and the unfortanate H 
kuowa that he has license to kill and 
sumes that this gives authority to do 
the most cruel and diabolical manner. 
like his brother in Arizona, Dr, Geronimo of 
the city or town has a white akin, a sheep- 
skin and a feo bill. His color gives him a 
start, bis diploma protects him in bis bar- 
barities, and his fee bill is sure to pllter the 
pockels of his victims or paralyze those who 
administer upon the estate of the legally 
mordered. 

If these statements seem severe, the JOUR- 
NAL is prepared to substantiate them with 
proof. Late instances of maltreatment fall 
of the most sickening and blood curdiing de- 
talis can be given, and, too, where the Apache 
is not some poor, half-starved wanderer, but 
well fed, well-housed, Influential, and with 
reputation for “ akill.” 

The sin of all this lies not so much with 
the murderous mangler or medicaster as with 
the school which has mado a manalayer out 
of one who might otherwise have been a good 
artizan, a passable artist, or a skilifal -as- 
sayer. ; 

There are, however, large numbers of con- 
sclentious, humane men in the medical pro- 
fession, men. who help the world to grow 
healthier and happler; but they are men who 
do good in spite of tbe indabus of traditional 
error which fotters them, and not because 
they cut, carve and excavate, or puke, purge 
and paralyze their fellow mortals. Some of 
the best physicians havo little faith in drugs, 
give them with reloctance, and where they 
can rely upon the good sense of the patient, 
plainly tell him the less he medicates the 
better. When they administer drugs such 

usually avold toxic effects and rely 
upon the dynamíe. They really have more 
faith ſu psychology as a therapeutic: agent 
than in polson, but in most cases are not 
sufliciontly informed to know how to accom- 
plish thelr alm without catering to the in- 
herited bellet of the patient, whose ancestors 
doted on hell and calomel.

Theology and Anarchy. 


How far can ecclesiastical bodles bo safely 
allowed to go In establishing canons for their 
own guidance, not in fall accord with the 
statutes of the country, before their acts be- 
come revolationary or anarchial? This is a 
problem which sooner or later the people of 
the United States must be bi & to look 
squarely in the face and solve, In the interests 
of the perpetalty of free-institatlons. 

The Statates of Illinois, and of every State, 
reflecting the wisdom of the law makers and 
the sentiments of the people, define what 
constitutes the proper grounds for tho disso- 
lution of the marital bond; while conven- 
tions of Protestants and edicts from the 
Vatican assume the right to establish a differ- 
ent code, and to refuse & ready compliance 
with established laws of the land. 

It is sald by some that the managers of re- 
liglous sects have the undoubted right to pasa 
such rales and enact such laws for the guld- 
ance and government of thelr followers as 
they choose, Shall the people of this nation 
thon allow them to establish a hierarchy on 
the rains of the republic, because they would 
net up the claim that ecclesiastical authority 
is superior to civil law? Has not this ecelo- 
slastical meddling lu the affairs of state un- 
settled ernments and overturned civil 
authorities of various nations of the old 
world? And ls not the same influence now. at 
work to introduce into the laws of this coua- 
try the same elements ot usurpation of priest- 
ly authority to overturn our free institations, 
whi wrought so much destruction la the 
old ments, It cannot be maintained that 
the resolations, the organie la wa, the edicta of 
these conventions and popes, are harmless, as 
thoy affect no one bat the sects voluntarily 
ylelding allegiance. For it is not true. The 
Constitotion of the United States grants cer- 
tain powers and confirms certain inherent 
rights, and confers upon the several States 
the right to establish constitutions and enact 
local laws not in contravention of the gener- 
al organic lavy—the Constitution of the Unjt- 
ed States, When a law passed by the legis- 
lature of any State, or even by the general 
congres, is not in accordance with the orgaun- 
le act, and is so declared by She Supreme 
Court, It becomes inoperative, belug decided 
to be unconstitatioaal, therefore null and 
vold. 

Bat the influence of these learned men 
goes farther than this in ita general reach 
They are instilling their dogmas into the 
minds of all whom they can reach; and by 
this opposition to established laws through a 
combined antagonism’ of their entire order, 
aro infasing the masses with a general dis- 
regard of all law, and a disrepect for the civ- 
Il au ties, which is leading oh to a state 
dt hy or ecclesiastical rale. 

We'do not deny to members the right to 


bind themselves to the decree and the dogma | bà 


ot their church, if they chose, ladividaally; 
but when that decree teaches disobedience 
of civil law It becomes revolatlonary. And 
if, as some argue, they profess the right 
to refase to obey'the law of divorce, on the 
other hand it might be argued vrith “equal 
propriety, the-Mormons have & right to re- 
fase to obey.the monogamous law of mar- 
riage, f

Central Music Hall was, as usual, donsely 
packed at last Sunday moralog's service, 
when Professor Swing dollváred a discourse 
on “A False Balance," taking for his text 
the following: “A false balance is abomina- 
tion to the Lord, but a jast welght is his de- 
light” (Prov. xi., n His remarks were polnt- 
bd as well as brilliant. With reference to 
extremes of poverty and wealth he sald: "No 
abomination can be greater than a pair of 
scales in which a balf-witted king is made 
to weigh more than a million of poor serfs, 
or in whose dishes a man weighs moro than 
a hundred women, or Inywhich a man who 
si hundred tho d dollare has less 
moral galit than a negró who steals a melon 
from a largë field, Oar falls and ponitentia- 
ries are full of black aud white men who 
have stolen a ring or a watch, or have in the 
darkness opeped a door with a false key, but 
the freedom" of the city or of Canada ls 
awarded to those whose robberies are the 
most rainous to the most families. When 
the Lord looks down and sees a singlo mor- 
tal miking Ave millions into ten milfions 
and ten lato twenty, by a presa which simp- 


‘ly prints more stock for the market, and then 


sees a rallway laborer go to his hovel at 
night with only a dollar between bis family 
and the poor-house, the word ‘abomination’ 
must senm as large as eternity and as black 
as the abyss of perdition." . 7 
“The Battle at the Ballot-Box," was the 
subject of the Rev. Dr. Fawcett's discourse at 
Park Avenue Methodist Church, founded on 
the Ofteenth vërso of the eleventh chapter of 
First Samuel: “And all the people went to 
Gilgal, and there they made Saul King la 
Gilgal” He claimed that Athelsm was the 
mother of anarchy. Ho is mistaken in that 
respect for many of the Anarchists are de- 
vout church members. He said: “There is 
no danger to this: country from those who 
enter the ‘Golden Gate.’ The danger Is from 
the ignorant vote that onters the Eastern 
gate. There are in this country to-day 7,000,- 
000 people who can neither rend nor write, 
Nearly 6,000,000 of them were born under our 


flag. Ata given age these people, according 


to our law, havea right to vote. Hundreds 
of thonuanda yearly are coming to this coun- 
try who, though in their own country and in 
thelr own language are able to read and 
write, yot so far as their knowledge of this 
country and ite institations are concerned 
are as igoorant as midnight. These thou- 
sands after a fow months’ stay under this 
flag have a right to vote." Dr. Fawcett thinks 
this is entiroly wrong, and is fraught with 
great danger. : 

The Rev. Dr. Utter at the Church of the 
Messiah made this hoterodox statement: “For 
my part I do not count the church a stuper-

The Rev. P. R. Rose, of Ingersoll, Canada, 
preached at the Eighth Presbyterian Church.
